1 At the forthcoming 'negotiations on quantitative control it 
vdll be necessary 1 to present to COCOM representatives _ certain classi- 
fied material on Soviet bloc requirements and availabilities of com- 
moditie^currently on International List II. Intelligence = rt 
for these negotiations would be seriously hampered, if the material 
to question could not be presented to these COCOM representatives. 

2. A working paper is being prepared and will consist of a 
brief treatment (for each commodity on Internationa^ List II) o 
follovtog topics: (a) definition and description of the item, b) 
strategic uses, (c) sources of supply, (d) Soviet bloc need s an

3 The working paper will not be a US position paper or state- 
ment of policy, but rather a research-intelligence document intended 
to serve as a basis for US recommendations on the disposition of items 
currently subject to the interim procedure for quantitative control. 

In conjunction with the British and French, an agreed paper of the 

sort will be prepared and this latter will be subsequently sub- 
mitted to the remaining members of COCOM (Belgium, Canada, Denmar , 
Luxembourg, Italy, Netherlands, Norway, Western Germany).
